WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—Tax pay- 


ers virtually were assured of a 25 
per cent cut in taxes to be paid on 
1923 
incomes today as a -result of 


the action of the house ways and 
means committee. 
In winding up their work on the 


Mellon tax bill, republican members 
of the committee ratified 
the pro- 


posal 
of Chairman Green to give 


immediate tax relief. 


With the republicans in a majority 


on the committee bound by a unit 
rule, the retoactive proposal is cer- 
tain to be included in the bill which 
must be reported to the house by 
next Monday. A majority of demo- 
crats on the committee favor some 
form of retroactive tax relief. 


Chairman Green said he was assur- 


ed by treasury experts that the re- 
troactive proposal, which will result 
in loss of about $225,000,000 in rev- 
enue will leave the treasury with a 
working margin and permit of a sub- 
stantial reduction in taxes -for 
the 


future- 
Democrats, who have been barred 


from the committee will be called in 
Thursday to join in final considera- 
tion of the measures. 


Green who is opposed to the.25 per 


cent maximum surtax rates of the 
Mellon bill, adopted by the republi- 
cans, said- it was agreed that indi- 
vidual members would not be bound 
when the measure reaches the house. 
The committee today also approved 
a 5 per cent Jewelry tax. This tax 
will not apply to jewelry costing less 
than $40 or to watches costing less 
than f60.

It was accom- 
panied by a wind which averaged 
forty miles an hour in Kansas City 
and drifted heavily. 
Temperatures 


dropped steadily and neared zero in 
many points thru northern Kansas 
and Nebraska.

• How would you like a device 
\« hereby you could eliminate any un- 
dcsired station simply by turning a

•nave trap does. By its use jou ma> 
;uae out that interfering station so 
•Jiat, in the majority of cases, you

to tell when he 


starts or stops sending. Not all wave 
traps will do that, however. 
" The simplest wave trap is made 
•-.by winding a coil of 40 turns on a 
three-inch tube. It is best to use a 
cardboard 
that has

• proofed by a coat of shellac. Do not 
^put any shellac on the wire itself 
as that will make it tune broadly 
and therefore unsuiied for use in a 
wave trap. This coil is connected 
jn the aerial lead between the aerial 
• and the set. A variable condenser is 
Connected "across* 'the coil with the 
rotary plates connected to the r<*- 
c-fi\er. When an interfering station 
starts up, turn the variable conden-

KANSAS STORM IS OYER 


Biggest Snow in Four Tears Holds 


State in Grip for Twenty- 


four Hours. 


TOPEKA, Ka§., Feb. 5.-—The big- 


gest snowstorm in four years that 
has held Kansas in its grip for the 
last twenty-four hours is over, State 
Meteorologist F. D. Flora said this 
morning.

Telephone and telegraph lines which 
were badly damaged yesterday were 
being put into condition rapidly to- 
day, officials of the companies said.

against the state department of 
public welfare and Dr. J. D. Case of 
the health department. 


The law for a number of years 


contained among its

The contractor, 
instead of hopping here and there, 
would stick within the boundaries 
of one district for a mouth or more, i

He said that but seven miles of! 


sidewalk were constructed in 1923 
as against twelve miles of new pave- 
ment. 
During 1924, he says, there 


should be constructed upwards of 
200 miles of walk.

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DEBATE OVER CLUB DUES 


LINCOLN. Neb.. Feb. 5.—To the 


Editor: The Lincoln Woman's club 
has done a splendid worlt both for 
Its membership and for various or- 
ganizations and institutions in Lin- 
cola and elsewhere, but the (undo 
hare come largely 
from 
sources 


other than the one dollar member- 
ship fee. If the club is to enlarge 
its scope of work, increase in effi- 
ciency and provide quarters neces- 
sary to house the growing member- 
ship, mof e funds must be provided, 
and it appears to me that the most funds. 
•workable way to provide the neces- 
sary funds will be by increasing the 
dues which, at most, would be small 
compared with other organizations 
of the kind. 


A fee of three dollars would not 


be a handicap 
upon any one and 


probably would add to the interest 
members hold in the club as well as 
provide a more adequate means of 
support. 


Some may claim that the low 


membership fee is an evidence of 
democracy and that it favors the 
woman of small means. There Is no 
real virtue in either of these points 
because real democracy is'expressed 
in friendly and helpful association 
and tolerance for the views held b? 
others. 
The dues will not be too high for: 


any woman who uses the priviJEges 
of the club because the money is 
used for the benefit of the members. 
Let us get away from this recurring 
fight on raising the dues because it 
causes so much waste of time. If 
the value of this membership time 
could tjfi determine* and utilized, it 
probably would be enough to more 
than pay the annual dues. 


People enjoy the things they assist 


in paying for, especially if it calls 
for a little self denial, and no one 
wants to be an object of charity at 
the hands of the so-called rich. It is 
believed that the women of Lincoln, 
which is the seat of the state gov- 
ernment, the home of the state uni- 
versity, and of other important in- 
stitutions, realize their privilege and 
duty in building only the ,best—that 
which is in harmony with that gen- 
eral life of development so gener- 
ously supported here by the citizen- 
ship of Nebraska. But you will per- 
mit me to suggest in this connection 
that the woman's club is not a fra- 
ternal organization, or a public in- 
stitution like the Y. W. C. A. nor 
does it do ap ublic work like that of 
the chamber of commerce which re- 
presents the community in business 
affairs. 
Ours is a social, cultural 


and educational club which should 
be supported 
by the 
membership. 


The developments 
of the past few 


years have restricted the club to 
"this position which we should re- 
cognize. 
A definite policy must be inaugu- 


rated and carried into effect if the 
Lincoln Woman's club is to occupy 
and hold a. place among the things 
planned for the greater Lincoln. 


I am in favor of raising the dues 


because it will, be necessary to do 
so In order to provide funds for the 
club and its activities, without rais-1 
ing money outside the membership 
or passing the "hat" in open meet- 
ings, "and I believe that this equal- 
sharing democratic view is held by 
most of,the members who are look- 
ing to the future welfare of the club

Surely such treason to the profession, to the 
government and to the public interest demands 
prompt action. We would not be so harsh as to 
advise permanent disbarment from practice of 
men found guilty of such acts since that takes 
away their livelihood, but certainly prompt anc 
vigorous action ought to be taken in such cases 
and enough of a penalty given to make it an 
object lesson to other weak sisters in the pro- 
i'f-ssjon who might feel tempted to get easy 
money in this -way. 


The doctors do not make complaints in cases 


where the law and ethics have been violated, 
and neither do the lawyers. It has been found 
difficult to get even the state associations to 
which they belong to use their powers to ban- 
ish from the profession or to severely discip- 
line men who are practicing that profession in 
the state.

New York World: The first di- 


vorce court in England was insti- 
tuted in 1858. 
The court consisted 


of three judges. At the first sitting 
five marriages were dissolved, and 
in the first year of the court's op- 
eration thirty-eight divorces 
were 


granted out of 288 petitions. From 
the time of the reformation up to 
1858 there had been but 317 divorces 
in England, granted by acts of par- 
liament. Until the passing of the 
divorce act in 1858 the
